In response to the Office Action mailed on or after March 31, 2005, 



applicants provisionally elect Claims 1-4 and 7-12 (I) and also provisionally elect 
Figure 5A (D) upon which Claims 7-12 are readable. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the restriction requirement on grounds 
that the Patent and Trademark Office has not set forth a prima facie case of 
independence and/or distinctness to satisfy 35 USC § 121. Mere difference in 
classification is not an adequate ground, in and of itself, to justify restriction and 
the consequences to the applicants. The Office Action also does not satisfy 
condition (1) or (2) as set forth in MPEP § 806.05(f). The statement beginning 
"In the instant case ..." is only a conclusion , not the required showing as to the 



ability to make the claimed product by a materially different process. 
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In the event that one or more generic claims are found allowable, however, 
applicants request inclusion of the remaining claims directed to the provisionally 
non-elected species.
